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Washington, D. C., March 23.—Not 
within several years has any decis­ 
ion of the supreme court occasioned 
as much comment among the great 
j lawyers of congress as has that of to- 
| **ay 
the Minnesota law. Though 
tho question immediately before the 
court was that of releasing an At­ 
torney General who had tried to en­ 
force a law in a state court after 
ha\ ing been enjoined by a federal 
court, the effect of the court’s decision 
is virtually to nullify Minnesota’s law 
for the reduction of railroad rates. 
Judge Peckham, who rendered the 
decision, remarked that it was evi­ 
dently the purpose of the m akers of 
the statute to prescribe penalties so 
extreme that “ no one would have the 
courage to bell the cat,” thereby put­ 
ting tho railroad under duress. 
Justice Harlan’s Manner Tense. 
No less notable than the opinion it­ 
self was the dissenting opinion of 
Justice Harlan and 
especially 
the 
m anner in which it was delivered. 
Lawyers who have attended the sit­ 
ting of the supreme court for many 
years say they recall no sseette in that 
tribunal 
dramatic. That Justice 
Harlan was much perturbed by the 
decision of the court, was manifest 
during the reeding of th* opinion 
by Justice Peckham. Several times he 
left hi3 seat and walked back and 
tourth nervously in the rear of the 
justices. When it lam e his time to 
speak his dissent not only did his 
voice betry deep emotion, but his ges­ 
ture evidenced nothing less than ex­ 
citement. 
Once, turning abruptly so 
that he directly faced his colleagues 
to the left, he shook his finger vio­ 
lent!} 
toward Justice Peckham and 
asked in tones that reverberated in 
the chamber whether his colleagues 
appreciated the full import of their 
decision.

Ar the time I said I would not go 
I assumed then, as I do now, that Bry­ 
an would be nominated by acclama­ 
tion without any effort to defeat him, 
and that being true, he would write 
the platform, and any man who had 
physical strength enough to rise In 
his seat and mental strength enough 
to cry out, ‘Oklahoma casts fourteen 
\otes for Bryan,’ could represent the 
state as well as any 
other, 
unless 
there were some special prominence 
to lie gained by one of her delegates, 
such as being made chairman or some 
other position in an 
official 
way, 
which now seems improbable. Four 
extra votes and the chairmanship are 
too much to ask bby any one stated 
However, I do want to say that in the 
event there is a considerable number 
of uninstructed states, or if there ap­ 
pears to be an opposition to Brvan 
or to Bryan policies from any source, 
in gratitude to the people who in­ 
structed for me over the state and 
forced my election at the convention 
I would go to Denver, make a fight 
for Bryan and Bryan policies, with a 
half vote or no vote at all.

FEAR OF STRIKE 


Railroads Preparing for 
Emergency. 
Miners Go Oat April I. 
McCurtain, Okla., 
Maix>h 
23.- The 
big railroad systems which draw their 
supply of coal from the coal mines of 
Oklahoma and Arkansas are rapidly 
getting in shape for the shutting down 
of the mines the first of April, when 
the coal m iners’ union will demand an 
increase In wages, which the coal 
operators have 
decided 
to 
refuse. 
Many of the mines have already clos­ 
ed down. 
The Frisco now has stored 160,000 
tons and the Rock Island 370,000 tons 
for an emergency. In the event that 
either road runs out of coal and the 
Oklahoma-Arkansas district mines are 
8U11 closed the Frisco will draw coal 
from its mines in Alabama and the 
Rock Island will get coal from Colo­ 
rado and 
Alabama. 
The 
Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas draws its coal almost 
exclusively from the Mines along its 
lines in Oklahoma. If these mines 
shut down the “Katy” has no other 
section outside where it can get coal. 
It is understood the “Katy” has a 
large supply of coal in reserve, but 
^ ith its supply entirely cut off this 
cannot last long. 
Eugene McAuliff, general fuel agent 
fo r the ^Frisco and Rock island sys­ 
tems, is authority for the statem ent 
that these lines have a sufficient sup­ 
ply of coal to last four months and it 
is the general opinion that the Okla­ 
homa-Arkansas mines will not remain 
closed that long. 
H the strike assumes the 
propor­ 
tions that are now expected the rail­ 
roads will resort to fuel burners for 
their engines instead of coal. There 
is an unlimited supply of crude oil 
in the Oklahoma district. 
It is un­ 
derstood that the Frisco has 50 loco­ 
motives and the Rock Island 47 that 
can be converted to oil burners. 


Predict No Coal Strike* 
Guthrie, Ok., March 23.—The recent 
financial stringency and the fact that 
there is an overproduction of coal, to­ 
gether with the claim of labor unions 
that Oklahoma operators and their 
employes 
reach 
agreements 
more 
quickly than do Eastern 
operators, 
leads state labor headquarters here to 
predict that there will be no coal 
strike in Oklahoma this year. They 
say that only a six or eight weeks’ lay 
Off will occur, following April I. 
Many Italians, working in Oklaho­ 
ma mines, are returning to their na­ 
tive country, probably five hundred 
altogether.
